This is due not only 
to1 the ftict that fruit is a natural food 
and thus aids the system to establish a 


tissue metamorphosis and a 


normal balance between the processes 
of. assimilation and dissimilation, but 
also because It affords a very comfort* 
able means of reducing the amount of 
nutrient material received to a mini* 
mum quantity. 


Fruit ia chiefly water, the amount of 


nutrient material it contains varying 
from 5 to 8 or 10 per cent, in most 
fruits, rising to a high figure only in 
dried 
fruits, such 
as dried grapes, 


prunes, dates, etc. The writer has suc- 
ceeded in reducing excessive weight in 
the most satisfactory manner by pre- 
scribing a diet consisting almost exclu- 
sively of grapes or apples, allowing 
only a small bit of thoroughly dried 
bread or zwieback in connection with 
the fruit. In some cases the fruit may 
be allowed as often as three or four 
times a day, if necessary to relieve an 
uncomfortable sensation of emptiness. 


In fevers fruits, especially m the 


form of fruit juices, are a most con- 
venient and certainly the most appro- 
priate of all foods. It is now almost 
universally recognized that beef tea 
andj meat 
preparations 
of all sorts 


should be wholly proscribed in cases 
Df fever, as the patient is already suf- 
fering from the accumulation of waste 
matters to such a degree that the ad- 
dition of even the small amount con- 
tained in beef tea or a small piece of 
jieat may be sufficient to give rise to an 
sxacerbation of the disease and lessen 
the patient's chances of recovery.

Pearls are extraordinarily sensitive to 
the condition of the skin on which they 
rest.

my own was the heroine. She greatly 
desired to possess a pearl necklace, and 
her husband bought a very beautiful 
one. 
A month or two afterward, how- 


ever, the pearls began to lose their 
lustre, and he took the necklace back 
to the jeweller who sold it to him.

A Peculiar IiidnMry. 


In one of the streets in the neigh- 


borhood of the famous London Bridge 
there has for some time been carried 
on an industry peculiar even to that 
city of curious and crowded occupa- 
tions, namely, an eel-skin leather fac- 
toiy 
Here are prepared and manu- 


factured an interesting variety of ar- 
ticles from the skin of the common eel. 
By means of 
numerous complicated 


piocesses the skins in 
question are 


manipulated until they resemble and 
would be easily taken for leather, al- 
though of a more glutinous and pliable 
nature. In one specialty this strange 
substance is cut into long, thin stiips 
and plaited very closely together for 
whiplashes and to cover portions of the 
handles of more expensive whips. Cer- 
tain kinds of lashes and harness laces 
are also made from such skins, com- 
bining flexibility and toughness.

F'or 'business, harness reins »re 
made of laatber,

Reins require to be very stout, and 


they are almost always made of ate«r 
bide, the leather of which tracea are 
made, these, however, being of more 
than one thicknees. Occasionally HUM 
for light or 
for cbeap harness are 


made of cowhide, but not often; as 
a rule the best of leather IB used for 
tbt reins, even In cbeap harness. Tbere 
can be obtained from tie hides of 
leather suitable for reins atrlps from 
seven to nine feet in length, so tbat 
reins are always of necessity made In 
two pieces. 


The loops, or handholds, often seen 


on the reins of track or road horses 
are commonly made of lighter leather, 
stitched together and then sometimes 
stitched to the reins, but more often 
secured to them, in such a manner tbat 
they can be shifted on the reins to 
suit the convenience of the driver. The 
three-loop hold, which is called the 
Boston handhold. Is commonly used 
for track driving; the single loop la the 
one used by most drivers on the road. 
There are patent handholds made of 
metal. The wooden buttons sometimes 
seen on reins, used as handholds, are 
made in pairs, one button of each pair 
having a stem with a thread cut on 
it which goes through the rein and la 
screwed into the other button of the 
pair on the opposite side.

000 strong. 


General Joubert is moving rapidly

reached beyond Weasel's Nek, mid- 
way between Ladysmith and the scene 
of the battle in which he was. en- 
gaged a week ago. The Free State 
troops have passed Walker's Hoch sta- 
tion, this side of Beater's, on the Har- 
rlsraita branch line. They are now 
within a few miles of Ladysmith. A 
general engagement is expected to 
take place. Scouts report that Gen- 
eral Joubert Is unexpectedly strong in 
artillery. 
The Boers have looted Beith. ten 


miles from Dundee. 


Reports Are Confirmed. 


London, Oct. 29.—Cable advices just 


received from Cape Town confirm the 
report of a successful sortie from Kim- 
berley. Five hundred British troops 
with two armored trains made a sud- 
den and sharp attack and routed a de- 
tachment of Boers which was threat- 
ening the place a little more closely 
than usual. The Boers were driven 
In panic from a hill overlooking the 
town. The Boer commandant, Botha, 
was killed. The British loss was 
three killed and twenty-one wounded. 


The <|ueen, in proroguing Parlia- 


ment, congratulated the troops upon 
their bravery and expressed her pro- 
found sorrow that so many officers and 
men had been killed. The War Office 
adds eight more to the list of those 
killed at Elandslaagte.

The 
captured men belonged to the Utrecht 
and Vryheid commandos. 


It Was a Sftarp Fight. 


Cape Town, Oct 39—Official reports 


from Kimberley, dated Oct. 24, tell of 
a sharp fight there ii which the Boers 
were worsted. 


Col. Scott-Tower, with 270 men, prc 
cedded northward on the day to Mac 
Farlane'a Farm, where they unsad 
died their horses. At 9 o'clock a party 
of Boers was seen on the right flank 
and was quickly scattered, Col. Scott 
Turner opening fire on them and sev 
eral of the enemy being seen to fall. 
The enemy moved to a sand heap and 
opened fire on the British, which was 
returned. Col. Scott-Turner attempt- 
ed to prevent the,Boers from advanc- 
ing against Col. Murray, but was met 
with a heavy fire from a dam wall 600 
feet to the left. 


At 11 o'clock Col. Murray ordered 
150 men from the Lancashire Regi 
ment to proceed to the north. An 
armored train was already supporting 
Col, Scott-Turner. 
At mid-day Col. 


Murray started also with two field 
guns and two Maxims and seventy 
mounted men. One of the two British 
guns opened suddenly upon the Boers, 
who were in an unfavorable position. 
The Boer artillery fire was brisk. An- 
other armored train was held in read! 
ness. At 2 o'clock the second train 
was sent forward with additional am 
munition. 
The Lancaabires behaved 
splendidly and Col. Scott-Turner high 
ly commended them. Commandant 
Botha and many Boers were killed.

Baa » Great Future Bnforc It If Faln» 


Ar« Titkeu in Develop It. 


The great staple of Venezuela is cof- 


fee; but, as the prices are now very 
low, it might be well if farmers would 
turn their attention to other plants 
which give a more lucrative return. 
The yucca appears U> have a great fu- 
ture before it. 


This Is a very productive plant, and, 


although well known In Venezuela, no 
one has yet taken especial pains to de- 
velop It. One hectare (2,471 acres) of 
land upon which yucca is grown will 
produce 150 quintals (15,000 pounds) 
of starch, or 
200 quintals 
(20,000 


pounds) of tapioca. The plant is easi- 
ly and cheaply cultivated. 
It will 


stand bad weather, and the dry season 
does not affect It. It can be raised on 
any soil. The yucca will thrive In the 
same soil with peas, corn and beans, 
and ground so utilized becomes far 
more remunerative than land planted 
in coffee. 
One hectare of tilled soil 


will produce 1,600 coffee plants. Allow- 
ing the maximum yield of coffee per 
plant, a hectare will produce 8 quintals 
of coffee. On the same ground the 
yucca will yield 150 quintals of starch, 
exclusive of the other crops, from the 
same soil. These other crops will ag- 
gregate 12 bushels of corn, 12 bushels 
of peas, and 12 bushels of beans. This 
will make land In which the yucca is 
planted from six to seven times as re- 
munerative as when planted in coffee. 
Means of cultivation 
are 
primitive. 


Ploughs and other modern American 
farming Implements are almost un- 
known there.

There is a great store of Iron at 


Elizavetpol, but It is so heavily associ- 
ated with titanium, and this is so ex- 
pensive to cast off, that it is not believ- 
ed it can be profitably worked. A French 
engineer who studied the Caucasus 
pioducts, said that this ore is of so 
little value that mountains of it In the 
United States are considered worthless, 
and passed over by capital. In order 
to work it at all, coke is-neeessary, and 
there is no coking coal in the region. 
A Russian engineer, interested in de- 
veloping the country, &ays that, a coal 
that will produce coke has been found 
at a place thirty versts from Kotais, 
but this ha& yet to be demonstrated. 
Kotais, by the way, is the place to 
which the Argonauts came, and whence 
they brought back the Gorgon's head, 
with Its flaming eyes, its hair of snakes 
and its appearance of fearful ferocity, 
the whole being symbolical of the 
fever-producing climate and fierce wild 
beasts which still render the locality 
one to be avoided. 
The coal, which 


perhaps gave flame to the Gorgon's 
eyes, is in character something between 
ligntfe and anthracite—a high grade of 
lignite.

Surgeons Remove a Chisel From * 


Man'* Head at •altlmora, 


Baltimore. Md., Oct 29.—One of the 


most difficult and peculiar surgical 
operations erer attempted in this city 
has been successfully performed at 
St. Joseph's Hospital. Prof. Louis E. 
McLane Tiffany, assisted by Dr. Carey 
Gamble and other surgeons of the 
hospital, has removed from the head 
of Charles C. Barker a steel chisel 
four and one half inches long, one 
Inch wide and one quarter of an inch 
thick. The operation lasted only a 
littje over half an hour, and there are 
good chances of the man's recovery. 


Mr. Barker is employed by the 


Gelver lifanufacturing. Company of 
Waynesboro, Penn., and was attend- 
ing a woodworking machine which 
contains two steel chisels that make 
1,200 
revolutions a minute 
He was 


leaning ovei the machine when the 
chisels were driven out by a tremend- 
ous centrifugal force. He was wound- 
ed over the biidge of the nose, and 
the wound, which was a cut an inch 
wide, was dressed as an ordinary 
wound. One of the chisels was found, 
but the other was not.

Buoys Picked up And The Pigeon 


Message Give Explorer's Friends 
New Hope—Where He May Have 
Landed—A Letter From Captain 
Ernst Andree. 


Mobile, Ala., Oct. 29.—Evelyn 8. 


Baldwin, the arctic explorer and ob- 
server in the United States Weather 
Bureau, who has been assigned to 
duty at this station, has arrived here 
from Washington. He has just re- 
ceived a letter from Capt. Ernst An- 
dree of Sweden, brother of the Polar 
aetonaut, and has given the following 
extiact from the letter: 


"My opinion IE, that if my brother 


had landed anywhere between 86 and 
88 dogrees north and 70 or 80 degrees 
west and 180 degrees west (Green- 
wich meridian) we would have heard 
from him 
But. not having heard di- 


rectly from him as to his having land- 
ed, I think he must have come down 
to the west of ISO degrees and be- 
tween S3 and 87 degie«s north 
From 


85 degrees north and 180 degrees it is 
about 750 miles to the nearest known 
land, to New Siberia, Taymur, Franz 
Josef Land, Greenland and the Parry 
Islands. At the same dally progress 
made by Nansen, of three miles. It 
would take him two years to .reach 
the coast of the Parry Islands and 
another year before he could communi- 
cate with civilization 


"My brother several times express- 


ed his wish to examine the ocean

noith of the Parry Islands. The last 
one of my brother's buoye was found 
on £he north coast of Iceland. Late- 
ly, however, another has been found 
on the noith coast of King Charles 
Land, east of Spitzbergep, He had 
vuth him twelve buoys, eleven email 
ones and a large one. the latter to be 
thrown out when the balloon was as 
far north as the expedition expected 
to reach.

Is most likely they would have thrown 
the buoy, not expecting to go any more 
to the north. But the wind might 
have changed in a few hours again to 
the south or southwest, and thus have 
carried the balloon to 84 or 86 degrees 
north and 90 degrees west or 180 de- 
grees 


"There they may have landed in an 


unexplored region. Previous' t'6 re$ch- 
Ing land they may have sailed back- 
ward and forward several times. Re- 
member that the balloon sailed fifteen 
or sixteen miles an hour during the 
first three hours. 


"I do not put the least faith in any 


of the many reports, with the excep- 
tion, of course, of the pigeon message 
and the two buoys. I do not expect 
to heai anything more this year, but 
expect to hear all the more next 
summer."

•toud dealers that by the volume of the 
importation of precious stones from 
abroad the condition of business In this 
country 
may be correctly 
gauged. 


When times are good the demand for 
diamonds Is large; when times are bad, 
diamonds, being a luxury, are In less 
demand and the importation of them 
declines. Just now there is a largely 
Increased demand for diamonds, and 
if there be merit iu the claim made 
in the saying quoted this should be an- 
other indication of pervasive good 
times. The Treasury bulletin recently 
Issued in Washington corroborates dis- 
tinctly the claim of enlarged importa- 
tions of diamonds. Here are the fig- 
ures for the two years, the two fiscal 
years, ending July 1, of 1897 and 1898, 
of 
diamond importations into the 


United States; 1897, fl,985.810; 1898, 
$6,955,789. The Increase of importa- 
tions of diamonds is however, not the 
only one in the 
line of "decorative 


jewelry," so to speak. 
The importa- 


tions for the two years of other pre- 
cious stones, rubies, sapphires, emer- 
alds, pearls, opals, &c., are as follows 
iu amount: 1897, »1,573,788; 1898, J3,- 
44Q.076. 


The two chief foreign ports from 


which diamonds are sent to this coun- 
try are Amsterdam and Antwerp. 
From Great Biitain 
a 
considerable 


amount of jewelry is exported to the 
United States, but much of it comes 
from England in transit, particularly 
from Switzerland, a country having 
few direct tiade relations with the 
United States. 
In the fiscal year of 


1894, 
following the depression caused 


by the financial disturbances of that 
year, the exports 
of jewelry to the 


United States 
fell off one-half in 


amount. 
The expectations of French 


jewelry fell off two-thirds and from 
Holland four-fifths, but the losses sus- 
tained in the amount of th» exports 
have been moie than covered this year, 
as the Treasury figures bhow. Tlie 
American port which practically gets 
all the jewelry, diamonds, and precioua 
stones sent into the United States la 
New York, the importations into othejp 
American ports being insignificant in 
amount, notwithstanding the fact that 
a considerable share of the country's 
jewelry business is done in New Eng- 
land, particularly in the city of Provi- 
dence. The explanation of the matter 
is that New York is the market of sup- 
ply for the whole country in jewelry 
and precious stones, though New York 
has only part of the trade in diamond 
and precious stone setting. 


The Uifcest country of export of un- 


cut diamonds to the United States is 
Holland, and England follows through 
the development of the diamond inter- 
ests in Afuca. In the importations of 
jeweli y and precious stones other than 
diamonds, France leads and Holland 
follows. The variances in the amount 
of business done in 
diamonds and 


precious stones (a trade peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to trade conditions) is show"n 
in the case of Belgium. In 1894 its 
total exportations to the United States 
were to the value of $74,000 in dia- 
monds, jewelry, and precious stones. 
The year before they were $210,000, or 
three times as much. The year alter 
they were $500,000, or seven times 
greater.

which is made 


concerning diamonds 
and precioua 


stones as a trade barometer has been 
made assiduously for champagne, the 
importations of which are always larg- 
est when business is good and small- 
est when times are dull.

The treasure and plate alone 
Qlled 45 wagons, and the captain's share 
amounted to $tiOo.OOO. Another Eng- 
lish vessel during the same year cap- 
tured a Spanish ship with $.!.000,000 on 
board, and a third brought a French/ 
East Indiaman worth STAOOO. 


Other captures during that fateful, 


sea&on were four French ships -with 
cash, bullion and readily 
convertible 


cargoes aggregating $5,700,(iO(), whll,e 
one of these, the Conception, contained 
also a large quantity of plate and a 
two-wheeled chaise with its wheels and 
axle-trees of silver set with diamonds 
and other precious stones.

nt dry mustard, a dash of cayenne and 
four tablespoonfuls of sharp vinegar; 
mid one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, two 
heaping teaspoonful of butter, or as 
much olive oil, and one teaspoonful of 
onion juice One pint of celery cut into 
one-inch pieces,' or a little chopped 
parsley, may be added to the potatos.
